City’s Assessed Value in Big Rise 


Employees Get _ 


Surprising gains in industrial 
assessed value helped Menlo 
Park city employees get a 2% 
per cent salary increase bie! 
week. 

City Council approved City 
Manager John R. Johnson’s 
1862-63 proposals for wages 
and salaries—but didn’t de- 
cide if they’ll hold the tax 
rate at 79 cents or increase 
it by one or two cents. 

This decision may come at 
the next council meeting. 

Previous preliminary budget 
estimates had indicated that a 
big tax rate increase—perhaps 
as much as seven cents—would 
be needed to help finance the 
total budget. 

But Johnson told councilmen 
Tuesday night that he’d receiv- 
ed “some heartening news” 
from the county assessor that 
very day. 

The county office had been 
conducting some extensive in- 
dustrial land reassessments in 
the south county. 

It now appears that total 
assessed value will be $57,- 
724,183. This is a 12.1 per 
cent increase over the previ- 
ous year. The value hike was 
pegged at $6,233,916. 

In his previous preliminary 
budget figuring, Johnson had 
been estimating the increase at 
about $4,000,000 less than that. 

In addition, the city manag- 
er Said he’d trimmed a bit more 
from the $995,432 preliminary 
budget. The figure now stands 
at $993,666. 
TWO CENTS UP? 

“We can have a totally bal- 
anced budget with an 81-cent 
rate, two cents more than this 
year’s,” Johnson said. 

Or, he said, the city could 
stay with the 79-cent figure 
and approve a budget unbal- 
anced by about $10,000. ‘ 

The police department will 
be the biggest single bene- 
ficiary of the salary increase. 
The paycheck hikes will be 
about seven per cent for most 
officers. 

Johnson also reported on the 
just-completed fiscal year. 

“We are substantially in the 
black . . . as of this point, I 
feel we have expended about 
$10,000 less than the budget of 
$936,339,” he said. 

The 1961-62 budget was orig- 
inally unbalanced at the start, 
just as the next year’s budget 
may be. 

1961-62 INCOME UP 

Johnson had estimated in- 
come as $929,000—a deficit of 
about $7,000. But the city didn’t 
spend the budgeted total and 
income also went above the es- 
timate to $947,000. 

After looking at the revised 
figures, Councilman Ira Bonde 
said he would go along with the 
salary increase, which totals 
$61,166. The council unani- 
mously supported his motion 
approving the schedule. 

But no decision was reach- 
ed on the tax rate. 

Bonde suggested that general 
reserves be reduced to $80,000 
so that the 79-cent rate could 
continue without unbalancing 
the budget. 

Johnson said he’d like to see 
reserves remain at about the 
$100,000 level. He recalled that 
during last year’s “dry” spell 
-—the period between the start 
of the fiscal year and the first 
tax collection payments in Oc- 
tober—the city’s bank account 
was down to about zero.

Atherton Town council last week directed the town’s 
attorney to start working on provisions of a proposed ordi- 
nance for the regulation of charity event in the town. 

This is fairly precedent-setting; as far as we know, no 
nearby communities have such ordinances at the present 
time. 

But the dilemma of Atherton city government in regard 
to such events is probably almost unique; we know of no 
other town in which so many “good works” events are 
conducted. 

Fashion shows, teas, house tours, garden parties, lunch- 
eons and the like are conducted within the precints of the 
town in profusion and the general public is invited to par- 
ticipate in many of them, thereby helping fill the coffers 
of the charitable organization conducting the affair. 

It is well and good that we should all feel willing to 
participate in such events. Each of us owes enough to 
society ahd the community in which we live, to want to 
give a little something, now and then, to a cause we con- 
sider worthy. 

In Atherton, though, there are many fine locales for 
all sorts of indoor and outdoor events which can be identi- 
fied by scores or hundreds of people. These attract a 
greater number of events than are possible in most com- 
munities. 

Thus, the town finds itself periodically faced with 
traffic control problems, problems of finding out who, as 
an individual, is responsible for putting up and taking 
down directional signs, and a host of other minor knitti- 
nesses. 

The town council of Atherton is made up of individuals 
dedicated to the preservation of the community's high 
standards as they now exist and they are no less charity- 
minded than their fellows. 

They deserve the understanding and support of those 


‘All-Number Dialing’ 
Points to a Trend 


As everybody knows, the telephone company wants 
us all to switch to “all number” dialling and sides are 
being formed; some think this makes telephone exchange 
areas a little too anonymous or arguing that nobody can 
remember a seven-digit number, while others contend that 
it makes for “efficiency” and the phone company can list 
more exchange areas because it won't be necessary to find 
words to fit the numbers. 

Of course, neither “all-number” or prefix dialling can 
eliminate the possibility of a two-year-old dialling some 
distant stranger, nor can cither system cut down on human 
errors including mis-dialling or just plain failing to remem- 
ber. 

The advent of “all number” dialling in itself may or 
may not be bad, depending on your point of view. For our- 
selves, we used to like the exchange names that reflected 
the area they served. 

“All number” dialling might be a straw in the wind, 
though. 

As the numerical computer comes to be used more and 
more as a guide to human activity, we can look forward 
to a day when all children, at birth, will be given a number 
in addition to a name. It might well be tattooed on their 
skins or engraved on the bones of their skulls by some pro- 
cess not yet dreamed of. 

Such a number could be used by that person through 
life. He could use it as an infallible credit card retcrence, 
pay his social security, income tax, bank deposit and insur- 
ance payments to it, and draw his pay check against it. He 
could use it as a service serial number, a voter registration 
number and a host of other things. 

This may sound a little grim; in fact, it might sound a 
little “Brave New World-ish” to some. 

But, as can be indicated by the telephone company’s 
present switch to all-number telephone identifications, it 
may be a coming thing. 


Portola Valley Group 
Has Worthy Project 


The recently formed Portola Valley Community Center 
is eyeing an unsightly triangular plot of land at the junc- 
ture of Alpine and Portola Roads as a likely beautification 
project. 

The idea is to convert the dusty “island” into a park- 
like setting with fountain—a village green for Portola 
Valley so to speak. 

The county-owned land is definitely an eyesore, with 
its rutted ground and a big truck trailer parked in the 
center. The trailer also constitutes a traffic hazard in

In the case of the school

its users are trying to avoid. 

As for the seat belts it will 
be recalled that during the 
past two months several po- 
lice cars here have been in- 
volve din accidents—none re- 
sulting in injury to patrol- 
men. In all cases seat belts 
were worn, giving evidence 
to city workers that they 
really do the job. 


To reinforce the contention 
that seat belts are a good idea, 
City Manager John Johnson 
recently scheduled the show- 
ing of a motion picture to ail 
employees, demonstrating the 
effectiveness of the belts in 
preventing injury. 

This does a lot toward mak- 
ing the requirement seem rea- 
sonable for the public em- 
ployees. 

About the only safety warn- 
ing published in last week’s 
paper that could be described 
as “routine” is that of the fire- 
men. In fact, their job might 
actually be getting easier as 
the years go by. 

With the outlawing of sale 
of firecrackers, Roman candles 
and sky rockets, the “Glorious 
Fourth” is actually getting 
safer insofar as casualties and 
fires are concerned. 

The traffic hazards continue 
to grow however, with the in- 
creasing numbers and speed 
capabilities of automobiles. 

According to one survey, 
by 1980 a total of two per 
cent of the state’s land area 
will have to be committed to 
the ‘use and movement of au- 
tomobiles—that’s a lot of 
space, and it won’t all be 
used up in the Mojave des- 
ert, either. 

The school people have been 
worried about youngsters for 
many years—not just since 
they’ve had to cut out bus serv- 
ice—because most of the 
youngsters of the area have 
continued to make their own 
way to and from school. 

In fact, for the past several 
years the majority of young- 
sters in the Menlo Park ele- 
mentary school district haven’t 
even been eligible to ride the 


school they attend. 

There are, of course, several 
public agencies— police and 
firemen, the traffic safety com- 
mission, the highway patrol 
and others—working full time 
on the problems of making 


things safer. 

They are achieving consider- 
able success, too, as can be 
seen by comparing accident 
rates per million of population, 
or millions of passenger miles, 
with those of a few years ago. 


30 Years Ago:

here. 

Riding on this team are some 
of the most daring and brilliant 
jumpers in the country. There 
will be several foreign teams 
appearing in the show, includ- 
ing Japanese riders. 

Because of the large outside 
jumping course, the only one 
in Northern California, the 
Menlo Circus Club can feature 
unusual evenis of this type, in 
their shows. 

This is the second annual 
show to be staged at Menlo 
Park where the club moved its 
paraphernalia last year that 
was one of the outstanding 
events of horsedom in the 
state. 

Horses and their riders from 
all over the United States com- 
pete in this show which attracts 
horse lovers and society to the 
club.
